Max Krull, the military com- 
mentator of the German News 
Agency, stated:— 

* Following the favourable issue 
of the encirclement battle of 
Falaise-Argentan and the retreat of 
the German units into the area of 
the lower Seine, the German Com- 
mand is faced with the problem of 
developing new forms of warfare, 
to withstand the numerically and 
materially superior enemy forces. 

Decisions are already in pro- 
cess Of execution to build up a 
line of resistance which will be 
proof against all assaults. 

* We shall be revealing no secrets 
when we say that the basic way of 
achieving this will be by concen- 
trating the German western army 
on the shortest possible line fall- 
ing short of the German frontiers. 

“Such a _ concentration on a 
shortened line will mean added 
strength to the German western 
army, and is preferable to a state 
of affairs in which our formations 
were forced into dispersal through 
General Montgomery's tactics.”

Allied Supreme Headquarters 
stated last night that the Germans 
were opposing the advance by the 
Allies on the outskirts of Paris. 

“On Wednesday night we were 
several miles from the city on the 
south-west, and the advance started 
again this morning,” it was an- 
nounced. 

An earlier statement by Allied 
Headquarters said that the French 
Forces of the Interior were 
in possession of a great part of the 
city, but the capital could not be 
regarded by any means as com- 
pletely captured. Allied forces had 
not got free “access to it, and it 
seemed that their approach’ was 
being strongly resisted. They were 
trying to fight their way in to the 
aid of the F.F.I. 

One armoured force is reported 
to be fighting 5 miles S.W. of the 
City. 


“ ARMISTICE ”

REPORT on the electrification of rural Eire, prepared, 
at the request of the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
by the Electricity Supply Board, and issued as a White Paper, 
shows that, based on 1939 prices, the scheme would cos 


£17,000,000. 


The estimated cost per county is 
iven, the most costly being Cork 

£1,915,000), Kerry, Tipperary, 
Mayo, Donegal and Galway, each 
costing over a million pounds. 

It is estimated that the cost of 
currsnt to ‘consumers would be two- 
pence per. unit up to 600, and three- 
farthings per unit over 600 units 
per annum, plus a fixed charge based 
on the area of the premises,. which 
would be the same as the present 
rural rate—4s. 4d. up to 400 sq. feet 
and 2s. 2d. for. every additional 
200 sq. feet or part thereof. 

The scheme is that referred to by 
Mr. Lemass some time ago, when 
he said that it was expected to be 
completed in ten years. This short 
period of extension of the present 
system would mean a rate of 
development unprecedented in this 
country. 

At present 377 villages, towns and 
cities, plus 18,290 buildings in 
scattered areas, are supplied from 
the national network. ‘Sixty-seven 
villages and towns are supplied by 
private enterprise, while 378 villages 
and towns, and a rural population 
of 1,682,247, are without any 
electricity supply at all. 


H POPULATION 


he report shows that 95. per cent. 
of the population, other than rural, 
have a public supply, and the pro- 
blem of supplying the scattered 
dwellings involves more than half 
of the population. | 

The existing network is 3,840 
in length, and comprises 
110,000 volt, 38,600 volt and 10,000 
volt transmission lines, the last of 
which, about 2,000 miles, would be 
the. basis from which the rural elec- 
trification would be extended. 
report states that this would be a 
relatively simple matfer. A net- 
work to supply the 400,000 rural 
dwellings is estimated to require 
75,000 miles of 10,000 volt lines and

The maximum expansion. per 
annum achieved by the Board since 
its formation was 380 miles, but the 
scheme envisages an expansion of 
1,000 miles per annum of rural net- 
work.

The British Air Ministry and the 
Ministry of Home Security stated 
last night that from the middle of 
June, the start of the flying bomb 
attacks on England, up to the end 
of July, it was estimated that Ger- 
many had launched some 5,250 fly- 
ing bombs, Approximately 2, 
were despatched during first 
three weeks of August, thus making 
a total of about 7,250.
